San  Francisco  Advocacy  Alert! 

On  Monday,  July  13th  around  1:30  PM,  the  San  Francisco  Land 
Use  and  Transportation  Committee  will  consider  addition  of  an 
Urgency  Ordinance  for  interim  prohibition  of  commercial  storefront 
mergers  greater  than  799  gross  square  feet  in  the  Calle  24  Cultural 
District. 

CPF  urges  all  interested  members  of  the  public  to  comment  before 
the  committee  in  support  of  the  ordinance.  Investor-backed 
restaurants  are  putting  pressure  on  historic  commercial  rental 
space  in  the  cultural  district.  After  25  years  in  the  neighborhood, 
Usulatan  Restaurant  and  the  Church  of  Worship  were  evicted  and 
are  being  merged  at  24th  and  Flarrison  St.  Arkay  Workshop  left 
when  rent  was  raised  from  $2,900  to  $4,500.  Each  of  these  retail 
spaces  are  now  being  considered  to  be  merged  with  new  rates  of 
$10,0000-$1 1,000  a month. 

As  the  Calle  24  Merchants'  and  Neighbors  Association  writes: 
"Small  family  mom-and-pop  business  cannot  compete  with  these 
investors,  and  [investors]  will  eventually  price  everyone  out...  The 
culture  of  24th  has  always  been  a corridor  for  small  businesses, 
where  the  locals  could  shop  and  afford.  Lets  help  maintain  its 
culture,  affordability  and  the  small  merchants!"
